
Tesco security 
guard suffers 
knife injury in 
store robbery 


A SECURTY guard suffered a knife 
wound after confronting two 
robbers at the Tesco supermarket in 
Church Langley, Harlow, in the early 
hours of yesterday (Wednesday). 

The pair made off with an 
undisclosed amount of cash shortly 
after 3am after threatening the 
guard with a knife at the 24-hour 
store in Church Langley Way. 

The guard, who sustained a shallow 
laceration across his back during 
the incident, was treated at the 
scene by paramedics. 

The supermarket remained closed 
to the public until around 11am as 
officers continued their 
investigations. 

DS Patrick Mullan, of Essex Police, 
said: "The incident took place near 
the entrance of the store by the 
self-service checkouts. 

"We are appealing for anyone who 
may have been either inside or 
outside the store at the time and 
saw any suspicious activity or 
vehicles to contact us."

SHUT IT 


Residents say footpath is a magnet for 
drug users and anti-social behaviour 


FRUSTRATED residents are 
demanding a notorious alley- 
way is closed off in a bid to 
tackle escalating anti-social 
behaviour in their neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

The footpath - nicknamed 
“The Black Run” - is sand¬ 
wiched between residential prop¬ 
erties in Old Orchard and the 
grounds of Abbotsweld Primary 
School. 

According to locals it has been 
a hotspot for drug-taking, graffi¬ 
ti, drinking and vandalism for 
years. 

They claim that needles and 
used condoms are regularly 
dumped in their back gardens, 
while the path has become a no- 
go area due to excessive litter, 
dog excrement and offensive 
graffiti. 

But despite numerous petitions 
being submitted over the years to 
both Essex County Council and 
Harlow Council, the route rema¬ 
ins open. 

Daren Clampton, who is lead¬ 
ing the latest campaign supported 
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by more than 130 residents, told 
the Star: “The footpath was cre¬ 
ated in 1968 and from day one 
local people have been cam¬ 
paigning for its closure because 
of anti-social behaviour. 

“But the request keeps being 
passed back and forth between 
Essex County Council and 
Harlow Council, with each even¬ 
tually deciding it is either not 
their responsibility or they don’t 
have the funds. It’s incredibly 
frustrating.” 

Pensioner Elaine Pritchard 
(81), who was among the first 
group of residents who tried to 
get the alleyway sealed off in the 
late 1960s, said: “It seems it has 
always been a meeting place for 
frustrated young people. 

“They regularly kick the fence 
in and I even caught one boy set¬ 
ting fire to it once. It can leave 
you feeling very vulnerable.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, 
who has backed several cam¬ 


paigns calling for the footpath’s 
closure, said urgent action was 
now required. 

“It’s a real danger for residents 
and children at Abbotsweld 
School,” he said this week. 
“Enough is enough, we need the 
alleyway closed off and cleaned 
up properly.” 

But Harlow councillor Emma 
Toal, portfolio holder for youth 
and citizenship, insisted the 
authority had investigated resi¬ 
dents’ complaints in the past but 
found no evidence of anti-social 
behaviour. 

“It is a public right of way so 
we cannot just block it off with¬ 
out good reason,” she said. 

“We are not ruling this out but 
we need firm evidence from resi¬ 
dents that there are anti-social 
behaviour problems 

“We need specific information 
to be reported to us through 
Contact Harlow. 

“In the meantime our commu¬ 
nity safety team will be making 
periodic visits and the environ¬ 
ment response team will be 
requested to clear up the area.”

Keep a watch to 
foil metal thieves 

HARLOW Neighbourhood Watch is 
calling on residents to do their bit in the 
fight against metal theft. 

Members of the group, which 
encourages people to act as the eyes 
and ears of their communities in an 
effort to reduce crime, are urging 
residents to report any suspicious 
activity they see - however big or 
small. 

“Due to an unprecedented increase, 
metal theft is estimated to cost the UK 
economy £770m per year,” said Paul 
Wadley, secretary of the Harlow group. 
“However, the financial impact is 
dwarfed by the impact on society, the 
inconvenience and potential impact on 
public health and safety and the effect 
on local businesses.” 

Mr Wadley said some of the more 
common objects believed to be stolen 
for their metal content included drain 
covers, cables, garden tools, catalytic 
converters, memorial plaques, and 
roofing material. 

“We are urging everyone to be vigilant 
and to report any suspicious activity to 
the police,” he added.

A GRATEFUL father is on a 
mission to raise as much money as 
possible for the hospital that saved 
his baby son’s life. 

Sam Snelling, of Victoria Gate, Harlow, 
has already had both legs and armpits 
waxed and taken part in a charity bike ride, 
raising £600 for Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

However, the 29-year-old says he has no 
intention of stopping his fundraising efforts 
as he continues to show his appreciation to 
PAH staff for the support they gave him 
and wife Nina (29) during the birth of their 
first child, Ralph, last May. 

“We had been told during one of the final 
scans that things weren’t completely right 
with the baby’s umbilical cord,” said Sam, 
who works as a bid writer. 

“The doctors weren’t overly worried about 
it, though; they were just ready to take 
some extra precautions if necessary. 
“However, the birth ended up being long 
and difficult and as a result Ralph 
swallowed meconium [a substance found 
in newborn infants ]. This caused his lungs 
to collapse and his kidneys to fail. 

“He was rushed to the neonatal intensive 
care unit for emergency medical 
treatment.” 

According to Sam, Ralph ended up 
spending six days in the unit receiving 
round-the-clock care. 

“It was terrifying to see our son so ill,” 
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said Sam, “but the nurses and doctors were 
brilliant and extremely reassuring the 
whole time. I have no doubt that their 
quick response and amazing care saved 
Ralph’s life.” 

Despite a few ups and downs with his 
health, Sam says Ralph is now doing well, 
which is why he has turned his attention to 
fundraising. 

“I am hoping to do a few small things such 
as quiz nights and cake sales over the next 
few months, but the next big challenge will 
be the Men’s Health Survival of the Fittest 
in November. 

“It’s a 10km course with an army-style 
obstacle at every kilometre. I’m not the 
fittest of people right now so it will 
certainly take some training but worth it to 
top up the funds.” 

Sam added: “It is a great feeling to be able 
to give something back and know that I am 
helping other parents and babies who find 
themselves in the same situation that we 
did. 

“Unfortunately there is rarely any warning 
that something like this is going to happen, 
so it is good to know that things are in 
good hands when they do.”

A WOMAN responsible for raising 
more than £110,000 for a guide 
dog charity in memory of her late 
husband has been honoured for 
her efforts. 

Sue Ratcliffe, of Sheering Road, 
Harlow, was named fundraiser of 
the year at the Specsavers' Guide 
Dog of the Year awards ceremony 
held in London and hosted by TV 
presenter Adrian Chiles.

Judge frees burglar 
after telling him he 
should be locked up 


A SERIAL burglar responsible 
for a string of crimes has been 
given a last chance to go 
straight, despite being told he 
deserved to go to prison for five 
years. 

Taylor Knox (19), of East Park, 
Harlow, committed his latest offence 
within three weeks of release from a 
previous custodial sentence. 

But having been told Knox realised 
he had to change and was now going to 
be living with and working for his 
father, judge Rodger Hayward Smith 
relented and imposed a community 
order with a night-time curfew. 

“The people who suffered this bur¬ 
glary may think I have taken leave of 
my senses but if you can lead a decent 
life perhaps now is the time to try it,” 
he said. 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court, said Knox broke 
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into a house at Wedhey, Harlow, on 
March 28 and stole nearly £3,000 
worth of jewellery. But he was being 
watched by police oficers who then fol¬ 
lowed him to the town centre where he 
sold it on for £2,800. 

Mr Lakin said the victim of the bur¬ 
glary, Jacqueline Farrow, had gone on 
holiday with her partner the previous 
day. 

“Knox was seen by police in the area 
approaching the door, going in, closing 
the door behind him and five minutes 
later coming out,” said Mr Lakin. “He 
was seen to go from there to the Harvey 
Centre and into Lloyds Gold. He hand¬ 
ed over to staff the jewellery, the pro¬ 
ceeds of the burglary.” 

Although half of the items were 
recovered, some that were not were 


described as irreplaceable and of senti¬ 
mental value. 

Knox was then seen to buy various 
items in the town centre. He was even¬ 
tually stopped in Haydens Road and 
had £950 on him. Mr Lakin said offi¬ 
cers found more cash at his home, 
recovering £1,725 in total. 

In a statement read to the court, Ms 
Farrow said that when she was contact¬ 
ed in Spain to be told of the burglary it 
completely ruined her holiday - the 
first she had taken since the death of 
her mother. 

She added that every time she went 
out she now thought she would return 
home to find it had been broken into. 

The court was told the defendant’s 
previous offences, which began in 2005 
with robbery, included eight burglaries. 

At an earlier hearing he was 
described as a persistent offender. 

Ian Boyes, representing Knox who 
pleaded guilty to burglary, said in miti¬ 


gation he had previously been leading a 
“sporadic” life in Skegness under little 
or no control and mixing with the more 
criminally experienced. 

The judge imposed a two-year com¬ 
munity order with two years of super¬ 
vision and a 12-month drug rehabilita¬ 
tion requirement. Knox will also have 
to wear an electronic tag during the 
period of a six-month curfew from 
7.30pm to 6am. 

He told Knox: “I’m required to send 
you into custody for a minimum of 
three years unless I think it’s unjust. 
You deserve five years. 

“However, I’m told you do want to 
change and I'm going to give you the 
chance to do that. You express sorrow 
and sent a letter to those you burgled. 

“If you break this order or commit 
further offences I will send you inside 
for five years. It’s what I ought to be 
doing now but maybe you have finally 
woken up to your senses.” 


Court sets trial date 
for man accused of 
mum-to-be's murder 

A MAN accused of killing mum-to-be Estyna 
Blunnie and causing the death of her unborn 
daughter will stand trial in February next year. 
Tony McLernon (23), of North Grove, Harlow, 
is charged with murder and child destruction. 
Following a preliminary hearing at Southwark 
Crown Court on Thursday, a plea and case 
management hearing is scheduled to take place 
at Southwark Crown Court on September 26. 

If McClernon pleads not guilty to either 
charge, his trial has been fixed to start on 
February 18 at Chelmsford Crown Court. 

Ms Blunnie (20), of Hailing Hill, was found by 
the roadside in Howard Way shortly before 
3am on Wednesday, June 27. 

She was taken to Princess Alexandra Hospital 
but doctors were unable to save her or her 
unborn baby.

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SIR, Further to your report on last week’s 
back page about Harlow wheelchair athlete 
Richard Chiassaro’s omission for the GB 
Paralympic squad, I feel the selectors came 
to the wrong conclusion. 

Richard is currently ranked first in the UK 
and fourth in Europe, which is a powerhouse 
in wheelchair racing. Moreover, he has 
performed well in every major race and his 
form is consistently improving. 

A top eight placing in 2012 and medal 
position in 2016 is, therefore, a real 
possibility, which is what we are told the 
selectors are looking for. I also find it 
disappointing that, given Richard’s potential, 
the selectors have not used the full quota of 
places. 

The Paralympic selection process is very 
complex but he could have been named in 
round two of the procedure as he has done the 
A standard and several B standards.

PICTURESQUE Parndon Wood 
Nature Reserve has kept the flag 
flying for Harlow as one of the 
UK’s best-kept green spaces. 

The reserve has been awarded Green 
Flag status for the fourth year running 
in recognition of the fact it is well- 
maintained, well-managed, and offers 
“excellent” facilities. 

The scheme, first launched in 1996, 
sets the national standard for parks and 
green spaces throughout the country. 
This year a record 1,424 Green Flags 
have been awarded. 

Parndon Wood is one of five discre¬ 
tionary services which Harlow Council 
offloaded to voluntary sector partners 
earlier this year. Environmental charity 
ECCO is now responsible for the day- 
to-day running although the council 
continues to maintain the grounds with 
help from volunteers. 

The organisation has been quick to 
make its mark on the site by extending 
opening hours and developing a new 
programme of community events.

“During August we will be exten¬ 
ding the opening hours to seven days a 
week to give more people the opportu¬ 
nity to enjoy the nature reserve’s unique 
environment. 

“We are also developing a communi¬ 
ty cafe so visitors can come and relax 
with a drink and have something to eat.

Highways chiefs to 
spend extra film 
on pothole repairs 

ESSEX County Council is to shell out an 
extra film on repairing potholes over the 
next 10 months. 

The work will take place throughout the 
summer and is scheduled to finish in May 
next year. 

During the summer months existing pot¬ 
holes will be repaired and, starting in 
November, roads teams will be treating 
parts of the county’s road network to ensure 
fewer potholes develop in the future. 

Potholes usually occur during the winter 
months as a direct result of snow, ice and 
prolonged periods of rain such as flooding. 

More than 50,000 were repaired across 
Essex last year but extreme weather condi¬ 
tions, including heavy snowfall in the win¬ 
ter followed by a dry spring and then severe 
flooding, have caused more damage to 
roads and increased the need for repairs. 

In most cases a high pressure patching 
system is used to reduce disruption to traf¬ 
fic. 

A County Hall spokesman said: “We are 
committed to delivering frontline services 
and putting our customers first, which is 
why we are making this significant commit¬ 
ment to improving our road network.”

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Council's TV offer to 
'those most in need'

HUNDREDS of Harlow households 
connected to the town’s piped televi¬ 
sion network will have aerials inst¬ 
alled free of charge before the service 
is switched off later this year. 

Up to 26,000 homes currently have access 
to analogue signals through the free cable serv¬ 
ice run by Virgin Media. 

The company has already reached an agree¬ 
ment with the council to maintain the service 
until December 31 this year. Most residents 
connected to the system will then have to pay 
to upgrade their viewing equipment to receive 
a digital signal. 

However, the council announced this week 
that up to 1,500 homes will be eligible for a 
free aerial through its help scheme. These 
include: 

0 people under 75 years of age and in 
receipt of state registered pension and housing 
benefit and/or council tax benefitor 

0 members of the Armed Forces or their 
widow/widowers who are in receipt of either 
state registered pension, housing benefit or 
council tax benefit 

0 people in receipt of a war widow/widow¬ 
ers pension.

... but free show's over for licence cheats 


HUNDREDS of Harlow 
residents have paid the penalty 
for watching television without 
a licence during the first six 
months of the year. 

More than 470 viewers were 
caught by TV Licensing 
between January and June. 

A licence is required by anyone 
watching or recording TV 
programmes as they are shown 
on TV, regardless of the viewing 
equipment used. 


Those caught cheating the 
system can be hauled before the 
courts and face fines of up to 
£ 1 , 000 . 

TV Licensing spokesperson 
Victoria Sykes said: “A 
minority of people do not pay 
for their licence, which is unfair 
to the law-abiding majority who 
do pay. 

“We do understand some people 
may find it difficult to pay their 
licence fee in one go which is 


why we offer numerous ways to 
spread the cost. 

“We also work with a range of 
money advice organisations 
whose staff can provide useful 
information and payment 
advice to help people budget for 
a TV licence.”

What became 
of the big gun?

T HE semi-rural idyll of 
Old Harlow may be far 
removed from the 
battlefields of the First World 
War, but the sacrifices made 
by local servicemen were 
never forgotten by the town’s 
residents. 

As can be seen in this photograph 
sent to Nostalgia by former 
resident Chris Farmer, a powerful 
reminder of their contribution to 
the war effort once stood on 
Mulberry Green - a field cannon 
captured from the German army. 

Mr Farmer, who now lives at 
Banbury in Oxfordshire, said he 
had originally posted the picture on 
a social networking site in a bid to 
find out why the weapon had been 
placed there. 

“I just couldn’t understand why 
there was a huge great cannon in 
Mulberry Green pointing up the 
hill towards where Gilden Way is 
now,” he explained. 

“However, after posting it on a 
Facebook a few people carried out 
their own investigations and we 
now have a lot more information.” 
According to Mr Farmer, group 
member Neil Betteridge discovered 
that the cannon in the photograph is 
a German-issue 7cm Feldkanone96 


Neuer Art fieldgun which was 
captured by a locally-based 
regiment before being transported 
back to the UK as a trophy. 

“Often such things were taken from 
the German army during the First 
World War and brought back to 
Britain,” explained Mr Farmer. 
“They would then be put on display 
in the local regiment’s home area to 
highlight their achievements.” 
Alhough Mr Farmer believes this 
photo was taken after the Great War 
had ended, he said it was possible 
the cannon was brought to Old 
Harlow while the conflict was 
ongoing. 

“Some of the guns were captured as 
early as 1914 so it could have 
reached Harlow at any point during 
the war,” he said. “Essentially it 
means we must have had one brave 


bunch of lads from the area to 
achieve this feat. Respect to them 
all!” 

Mr Farmer added: “Apparently only 
68 of these guns survive today, 
though I am unsure what happened 
to the Harlow one or if it is still in 
existence. Perhaps it was bought by 
a collector? 

“I just thought more people in 
Harlow would be interested in 
seeing the picture. It is also 
amusing to think what would 
happen today with all our health 
and safety regulations if someone 
turned up in the town dragging a 
huge cannon behind them!”

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Work and play: the rules 
that apply to holiday pay

AT this time of year many people are 
planning holidays or taking some time 
off work. 

Since 2009 the Working Time 
Regulations allow workers to take a 
minimum of 5.6 weeks paid holiday, 
although you may be entitled to more in 
your contract. 

It is paid at a daily rate (salary divided 
by number of working days in each year) 
and is paid at the ‘normal rate’ i.e. not 
including overtime, bonuses and 
commission. 

Employers cannot reduce pay for the rest 
of the year to cover holiday pay and they 
should not increase the hourly rate to 
avoid paying holiday pay at the time of 
the holiday. However, if amounts paid are 
clear additions to the normal hourly rate 
and are agreed, employers may offset it 
against any holiday pay owed. If this 
affects you, seek more detailed advice. 
Annual leave must be taken in the year it 
is due unless your contract allows you to 
carry it over to the next year. It can only 
be replaced by a payment if your 
employment ends. 

When requesting holiday, the worker 
should give the employer twice as much 
notice as the length of holiday to be 


taken, for example two weeks if they 
want one week of holiday. 

The employer can refuse to grant leave 
(as long as they give the correct notice) 
and can specify when the leave should be 
taken - such as if there is a shut down at 
Christmas - as long as they give 
sufficient notice. 

If you are not paid for your holiday or 
have not been allowed to take holiday 
within the leave year despite many 
requests, you may have a claim under the 
Working Time Regulations or for an 


unlawful deduction of wages. 

Similarly, if your employment comes to 
an end you should be paid for any 
untaken holidays. 

Any problems must be brought to the 
Employment Tribunal within three 
months, less one day, from the time of 
the refusal or non-payment. 

The Working Time Regulations and the 
calculation of holiday pay can be 
complicated. If you think you may have a 
claim, contact Harlow Welfare Rights 
and Advice.

SCIENTISTS preparing for the 
world's first manned mission to 
Mars are busy cooking up a special 
menu to keep hungry astronauts 
happy on the two-and-a-half-year 
trip. 

It will take almost six months to 
reach the Red Planet. The team 
will stay there for up to 18 months 
before heading back to Earth, and 
with no way of restocking their 
supplies during their trip, the 
astronauts will need enough food 
on board to last the duration. 
Designing a healthy, balanced 
menu is proving to be a real 
challenge for the scientists 
working on the project. They have 
so far come up with 
around 100 recipes. 

The menu is 


vegetarian because it's currently 
impossible to preserve meat and 
dairy products long enough to 
survive the trip. 

Lead scientist Maya Cooper told 
reporters: "We simply don't have 
the option to send a vehicle every 
six months with more food as we 
do for the International Space 
Station." 

One idea is to have a greenhouse 
on board the spaceship where 
astronauts can grow fruit and 
vegetables. They would have to 
care for the plants and then 
combine the fresh ingredients with 
others brought from Earth to 
prepare their meals.

MOVEMENTS in music come 
and go, but once they’re over 
and the also-rans have fallen by 
the wayside it’s the 
thoroughbreds that are the ones 
left standing.

Often lazily pigeonholed with the 
likes of Coldplay and Travis, this 
London-based outfit may not have 
reached the stratospheric heights of 
Chris Martin’s ensemble, but they 
have proven as reliable as the North 
Star and their fans love them for it. 
Before the headliners took to the 
stage at The Square, though, we had 
Halflite and Mackley Drive to enjoy. 
Hailing from Glasgow, Halflite were 
the perfect introduction to the 
evening. With their guitars 
unplugged and their hearts on their 
collective sleeve, they exhibited the 
full range - chirpy and upbeat one 
song, sombre and serious the next, 
but all with an honesty that was 
impossible to dislike. 

Barely looking like they were old 
enough to grow a convincing ’tache, 



the five members of Mackley Drive 
nevertheless produced a sound that 
belied their years. 

Each song, Bermuda Triangle 
especially, left nothing to chance 
and went for the epic at every turn. 
It may not be everyone’s cup of tea 


but their optimistic spirit proved 
infectious. 

With six studio albums behind 
them, Turin Brakes are able to fall 
back on a wealth of material, 
something they employed to full 
effect in a set that became a 
veritable conveyor belt of class. 
Times may have changed and the 
lighters that would have once been 
held aloft have now been replaced 
by mobile phones, but folk-tinged 
songs such as Emergency 72, 

Fishing For A Dream and Stalker feel 
as fresh now as they did back in the 
day. 

Goosebumps broke out during the 
haunting, yearning Feeling Oblivion, 
while fan-favourites Painkiller and 
Underdog (Save Me) soared. 

The consummate professionals they 
are, they left the stage with the 
crowd clamouring for more and 
heading home with warm 
memories. 

Long may these thoroughbreds 
continue.

BASED on the book of the same 
name, The Lorax is 
environmentally conscious story of 
one boy’s noble quest to restore 
balance between avaricious 
mankind and Mother Nature. 

It’s a timely message in light of a 
recent report by the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development, warning that by 2050 
global greenhouse gas emissions will 
far exceed levels deemed safe by 
scientists. 

Nurture that cheery thought as you 
watch the film’s computer-animated 
hero risk his life in breathless action 
sequences to plant a tree. And while it 
might galvanise young audiences into 
action, this is primarily escapist 
entertainment melding comedy, 
mystery and a hint of pre-teen 
romance. 

Twelve-year-old Ted Wiggins (voiced 
by Zac Efron) lives in the carefully 
controlled utopia of Thneed-Ville with 
his mother (Jenny Slate) and feisty 
grandmother Norma (Betty White). 
Town mayor Aloysius O’Hare (Rob 
Riggle) provides the residents with all 
they need including blissful sunshine. 
Eveything, that is, except for real 
plants which are manufactured in a 
factory. 

Ted pines for the girl next door, 

Audrey (Taylor Swift), who tells him 
what she wants to see more than 
anything in the world is a real tree 
growing in the backyard of her home. 
So the smitten lad seeks out a hermit 
called the Once-ler (Ed Helms), who 
apparently knows why all of the 
Truffula trees disappeared from 
Thneed-Ville. In exchange for 15 
cents, a nail and the shell of a great, 
great, great grandfather snail, the 
Once-ler recounts how he 
inadvertently devastated the lush 


landscape for generations to come 
and summoned the legendary 
guardian of the forest known as The 
Lorax (Danny DeVito). 

Through these reminiscences, Ted 
realises the mayor doesn’t want real 
trees restored to Thneedville 
because the miracle of 
photosynthesis would jeopardise his 
lucrative oxygen supply business. 
Aware of the perils that lay ahead, 
Ted resolves to bring green back to 
Thneed-Ville and win Audrey’s heart. 
Dr Seuss' The Lorax is rendered in 
lurid, sherbetty hues that radiate 
off the screen.

Finding the Right Property 


If location is fundamental to a 
property purchase, then mapping 
is surely the most obvious way of 
highlighting location. 

We choose to use locational maps 
on our property details/website as 
they make it easy for buyers to 
identify the property in relation to 
its surroundings.

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Hybrid is a high flyer

W hy is it that some cars 
manage to capture the 
public’s imagination and 
others don’t? 

It’s often very little to do with how 
good a car is and often comes down to 
something a bit more nebulous; smart 
marketing, or gelling with economic 
conditions of the time, that sort of 
thing. When Toyota’s Yaris first 
appeared in 1999, it hit that lucrative 
nerve. 

People loved the idea of a low-cost but 
well-built supermini with the bonus of 
Toyota’s peerless reliability record. 
That car was replaced in 2005 but six 
years is a long time and, although the 
second generation car was 
undoubtedly better, its moment in the 
sun had passed. 

Still a group of loyal buyers kept sales 
respectable right through to that car’s 
replacement in 2012. In the meantime 
Toyota had been forging ahead with 
hybrid technology, primarily in its 
massively successful Prius but also 
increasingly in ‘core’ models such as 
the Auris hatch. It was only a matter 
of time before they figured out how to 
make hybrid work in a Yaris. That time 
has arrived. 

Toyota certainly hasn’t cut any comers

in engineering the Yaris Hybrid. If you 
were expecting an electrically assisted 
version of the 1.3 3-litre petrol engine 
that powers the usual higher range 
Yaris models, think again. The hybrid 
gets a 98bhp 1.5-litre four-cylinder 
powerplant mated to Toyota’s Hybrid 
Synergy Drive. 

An e-CVT gearbox takes care of cog¬ 
swapping which is a boon in city 
traffic, meaning drivers can rest their 
left legs. As with the Prius and the 
Auris hybrids, the Yaris can run on 
electrical power alone for short 
distances, helping to reduce noise in 
town centres. You will need to watch 
out for pedestrians who step into the 


road in front of the car. 

If they didn’t check the badging, most 
observers would be hard pressed to 
tell this was a hybrid model at 
standstill. It looks much like a 
‘conventional’Yaris model which, I 
guess, is part of the appeal. It’s the 
same story inside. The Yaris Hybrid 
offers the same occupant space and 
286-litre luggage capacity as 
conventional petrol and diesel Yaris 
models. 

The controls are sensibly positioned 
and the dash features an eco gauge to 
help you drive more economically but 
with rival superminis offering some 
highly intelligent and charismatic 


interior designs, the Yaris falls a little 
short. It’s a shame because the car 
does the hard work so effectively and 
may lose sales due to that last one per 
cent of interior tinsel that’s often all 
that’s needed to swing a buying 
decision. Perhaps after seeing the price 
tag, customers will already be sold on 
the idea. 

Toyota makes quite some play of the 
fact that, upon launch, the Yaris 
Hybrid is the most affordable hybrid 
car on the market. It’s tme, and the 
Yaris undercuts its nearest priced 
hybrid rival, the Honda Insight, by a 
clear £2,000 and offers a good lObhp 
more power in the process. Getting the 
price down to under £15,000 is quite 
an achievement, especially when you 
consider that Prius prices have crept 
up inexorably over the years, with 
entry level versions of that car costing 
more than £21,000 now. 

The Yaris Hybrid is offered in T3, T4 
and T Spirit trims and even the entry 
level model gets electric front 
windows and mirrors, a height- 
adjustable driver’s seat, ‘follow-me- 
home’ headlights and an MP3- 
compatible CD stereo. 

Now for the crunch. Does the Yaris 
Hybrid stack up on the balance sheet. 
In one instance, it’s an absolute no- 
brainer. If your daily commute takes 


you into London’s congestion charging 
zone, the exempt Yaris Hybrid will 
save you thousands of pounds a year 
over a conventionally powered rival. 
There’s a lot to like about the latest 
Toyota Yaris Hybrid. It’s keenly priced, 
the technology is tried and trusted and 
it pitches into a vacant part of the 
market. It won’t stay vacant for long 
as many rival manufacturers are 
eyeing it with envy, but Toyota is the 
first and it’ll take quite a package to 
wrest its lead away. If you live in 
London or need a low tax company 
car, it’s an absolute no-brainer. 

For the rest of us who maybe aren’t 
100 per cent sold on the 
environmental message and merely 
fancy a well-built car that will cost 
buttons to run, it’s not quite such a 
slam dunk of a deal. In fact, it doesn’t 
work out much different in cost to 
buying and running a cheaper petrol- 
powered model over three years. 

That pricing decision is probably 
deliberate on Toyota’s part, as they 
need to maximise their profits without 
making the Hybrid a financial non¬ 
starter, but look beyond the billboard 
ads and you have an interesting car. 
Maybe not a conspicuous bargain, but 
it’s a car that’s respectable value for 
money. You can ask no more of it.

Paralympian starts 
Harlow 10 race 

FORMER Paralympic gold medallist Noel 
Thatcher launched the 24th Harlow 10-mile 
road race on Sunday. 

Organised by Harlow Running Club, 
Thatcher fired the starting gun to signal the 
begining of this year’s event. 

Thatcher, who won five golds at six 
Paralympic games between 1984 and 2004, 
went on to finish 117th from 277 runners in 
one hour, 19 minutes and 50 seconds. 

The race was memorable for Harlow 
Running Club debutant Dylan Mathews, who 
came third overall in 56.50. 

The next Harlow finisher was Paul Jeffrey- 
Read who came 30th in 1:07.34. 

He was followed home by David Ayling 
(35th, 1:08.42), Mark Goodger (58th, 

1:11.32) and Peter Ayling (108th, 1:18.55) 
who all set personal best (PB) times. 

Star reporter Vicky Lane came 274th in 
2:04.39 despite suffering a bad knee injury 

This was her debut at the Harlow 10. She 
was treated by paramedics for her injury but 
was determined to complete the race. 

The race was won by Mark Newton of 
Springfield Striders in a magnificent time of 
55:26. 

He was followed home by Paul Holley 
(Newmarket Joggers) who came second in 
56:34. 

Alex Gounelas (Eton Manor) was the first 
woman finisher. She was 12th overall in a 
superb time of 1:01.20. 

She was closely followed by June Allen 
from Springfield Striders (13th, 1:01.31) and 
Jo Newens from the Road Runners Club (44th 
1:09.44). 

The course started in London Road oppo¬ 
site Mark Hall Sportscentre, went through 
New Hall, Church Langley, Hastingwood 
Road, Threshers Bush and Foster Street. 

It then went along Harlow Common and 
then across Potter Street onto the cycle track, 
through Ladyshot along Momples Road and 
into Felmongers before the race finished on 
the athletics track at Mark Hall. 

There were few home runners as Harlow 
provided around 50 marshals for the event. 

Two days earlier, Steve Murtagh set a new 
Harlow Running Club veteran 45 record and 
a PB when he came 5th at the Serpentine 5km 
race in Kensington Gardens, West London, 
He clocked 16:37. 

In a half marathon in Slough, Harlow’s 
Andy Kinney clocked 1:59.50. He was 345th 
from 977 finishers.

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Wiggo's win to inspire a generation 


VIN Denson believes Tour de 
France winner Bradley Wiggins 
will inspire a whole new gener¬ 
ation of cyclists. 

Former Great Britain cyclist 
Denson, of High Laver, 
watched with joy as the Team 
Sky rider became the first 
Briton to win the famous race. 

Denson, a household name 
50 years ago when he regularly 
competed in the Tour de France, 
now thinks there will be an 
influx of new riders taking up 
the sport, taking it back to its 
heyday when he competed in 
the 1960s. 

“Wiggo has joined an exclu¬ 
sive club,” beamed Denson, for¬ 
mer vice-president of Harlow 
Cycling Club. “It’s a great 
sport. That’s why Chris Hoy 
will be carrying the flag for 
Great Britain at the Olympics 
on Friday. 

“Bradley Wiggins has a great 
sense of humour. That’s why the 
French love him. They all love 
Wiggo. They have taken him to 
their hearts.” 

Denson says Wiggins 
reminds him of five-times Tour 
de France record holder 
Jacques Anquetil. They raced in 
the same team at Ford France in 



the mid-1960s. 

“He [Anquetil] was so cool. 
He did not panic. He would do 
the same as Wiggo, just let 
them go by and then reel them 
in.” 

Denson rode competitively 
for 57 years. 


He is still today the only 
Englishman to ever win the 
Yellow Jersey on the Tour de 
Italia. He also won the presti¬ 
gious Tour de Luxembourg and 
the Tour de Vuelta Bidasoa 
(Basque region of Spain).

Continued from back page 
looked set to claim his first Tour de 
France Yellow Jersey, but distraught 
by the death of Simpson he was 
unable to carry on and win the sector 
in honour of his great friend. 

“He was like a brother to me. I was 
his faithful servant. I remember being 
hysterical in tears. It felt as if some¬ 
thing inside me died when Tom died. 
It was such a big loss to me. 

“My director of sport said I needed 
to get to the finish line, but I could 
not believe it. I could not go on.” 

Denson and his Great Britain col¬ 
leagues worked together as a team so 
Simpson could become Britain’s first 
ever Tour de France Yellow Jersey 
winner in 1962. 

They did this much the same way 
that GB riders Mark Cavendish and 
Chris Froome have helped Wiggins 
win this year’s Tour de France, by 
blocking off other cyclists and slow¬ 
ing down the pace to exploit 
Simpson’s lead. “We kept sitting in 


groups to mess them about,” said 
Denson. “We had a great time togeth¬ 
er.” 

Simpson went on to claim two Tour 
de France Yellow Jerseys but surely 
would have won many more were it 
not for his premature death. 

In 1965, he became the first Brit to 
win the men’s road race world cham¬ 
pionship. This feat had never been 
equalled until GB’s Cavendish won 
the same race in 2011. 

Father-of-three Denson, who com¬ 
peted in six Tour de France in total, 
said: “He [Simpson] gave one Yellow 
Jersey to his family and one to me. I 
still have that first British jersey. He 
gave me his world championship jer¬ 
sey [from 1965] as well.” 

Simpson and Denson rode together 
for Great Britain for the first time in 
the 1961 Tour de France. 

Chester-born Denson helped 
Simpson become Britain’s first 
Yellow Jersey winner a year later. 
Simpson went on to finish 6th over¬ 
all. 


The High Laver cyclist joined Ford 
France in 1965, a renowned French 
team. “We were like the Man United 
of the cycling game, like Team Sky 
are now,” Denson explained. 

Head of this team was cycling leg¬ 
end Jacques Anquetil, who was the 
first person to win the coveted Tour 
de France title five times. 

“He was my leader,” explained 
Denson. “We won many sectors and 
many races.” 

Denson went on to become the first 
Brit to win the Tour de Luxembourg 
in 1965, which took competitors 
through Belgium and Germany 
before finishing in Luxembourg. 

However, Denson quit the Tour not 
long after the death of Simpson. 

Today, the Yellow Jersey which 
belonged to Simpson takes pride of 
place in Denson’s home. 

“I still treasure it. I have great 
memories. It must be worth thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

“I have promised it to my younger 
boy when I move on.” 


Gold for Bauer at 
British Masters 


A COURAGEOUS Dave 
Bauer claimed a gold 
medal when he competed at 
the British Masters 
Athletics Championships. 

The experienced Harlow 
Athletic Club member was 
not feeling well and suffer¬ 
ing from a shin problem in 
the event at Moorways 
Stadium in Derby. 

But Bauer’s first throw of 
37.87 metres in the discus 
was still enough to win the 
men’s 45 age group catego¬ 
ry on Saturday. 

He said: “I had little 
energy to increase it any 
further but it was enough to 


win it. It was a great shame 
as technically I thought I 
was a little better than 
recently. 

“I have not had much 
luck with injuries this sea¬ 
son.” 

On Sunday, Bauer was 
still feeling unwell but 
managed to throw 32.47m 
for fourth spot in the ham¬ 
mer. He then threw 9.91m 
to come sixth in the shot 
put. 

Bauer, of Quarry Springs 
in Harlow, also came fourth 
in the heavy hammer. He 
threw the 351b hammer a 
massive 10.28m.

Having home support is key, while 
former Mark Hall School student 
Huckle is very happy about the venue, 
the Royal Artillery Barracks. 

“It’s interesting for shooting because 
adrenalin and nerves can impact your 
performance a great deal,” Huckle 
explained. 

“But for most of our team having a 
friendly audience behind them will be 
a big boost.” 

He added: “We had a World Cup test 
event there in April and the venue is 


world class. Having a 50m and 10m 
range at a single venue saves a lot of 
space and the design will undoubtedly 
be used for future top events.” 

In the Munich World Cup in May in 
the 50m three positions, Huckle scored 
1,166 points, two points below his 
personal best score which he attained 
at the Korean World Cup in April 
2011. 

He also gained a gold medal when he 
shot 594 points in the 10m air rifle in 
the English Smallbore Shooting Union 
Championships in June.

She added: “Doing the 
shotgun shooting was very 
expensive and he did air- 
rifle shooting.” 

Mrs Huckle, who has 
tickets to see her son in 
action, is very focused 
about the Olympics. 

“He will not think about

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ANDREW FRANCZAK VISITS THE LONDON 2012 OLYMPIC VILLAGE 


WHEN the Star-based athletes arrived at the 
Olympic Village to settle into their rooms this 
week, they, like the thousands of other athletes 
and officials, were in for a treat. 

No stone has been left unturned in the quest to 
make London 2012 Olympians as comfortable 
and relaxed as possible in the run up to the 
biggest event of their lives. 

Harlow Athletic Club member Andrew Osagie 
will compete in the 800m heat on August 6. 

Also making his Olympics debut is Old Harlow 
marksman James Huckle. He will compete in 
the 50m rifle three positions and 10m rifle 
competitions, starting on Monday. 

Harlow-born Chloe Rogers will line up in the 
women’s hockey for Team GB. Their first match 
is against Japan on July 29. 

The world’s press was given a tour of the 
Olympic Village on a blissfully sunny Thursday 
morning, and Herts & Essex Newspapers - 
publisher of the Star - the only local 
newspaper group to be given 
press accreditation for the Lee 
Valley White Water Centre canoe 
slalom, was allowed access to the 
Olympic Park to take a sneak 
preview of the facilities on offer. 

Having passed through tight 
security the first thing that strikes 
you is the sheer scale of the place. 

The village is split into three main 
zones where the athletes will live 
in high-rise flats. 

All have eco-friendly sounding 
names. There’s the Heritage Zone, 
the Countryside Zone and the 
Seaside Zone - which had 
deckchairs lined outside all the 
accommodation blocks. 

The streets have uplifting names 
like Celebration Avenue, Prize 
Walk, Anthem Way and Cheering 
Lane, and also reflect the history 
of the Games - De Coubertin 
Street for example. 

The lush green grass of Victory 
Park, the central area of the 36- 
hectare village, makes for a 
beautiful backdrop for the massive 
complex of 11 residential blocks 
to house up to 16,000 athletes and 
team officials. 

The rooms are quite spacious, with bedside 
cabinets, wardrobes and most importantly 
‘extendable’ beds to cater for the taller athletes. 
They also have black out curtains. Each 
apartment has a lounge and more than 3,500 
televisions have been provided by Panasonic. 
There is also free internet courtesy of BT. 

But the really fun bit of the village is The Globe,

the main centre of athlete recreation in the 
Village. It’s like stepping into a huge 
entertainment mall - there’s a private cinema, 
stage, bar, music studio, countless pool and 
football tables, a computer gaming area as well 
as televisions and Blu-ray players. 

I can see a lot of athletes spending their time 
there (post-competition of course) but I only 
hope they keep the noise down for those living 


in the block next door! 

I’ve heard a lot about the main dining area at the 
Olympic Games, where numerous competitors 
have seen their strict diet regimes go out of the 
window. Walking through the door it’s easy to 
see why. 

An almost aircraft hangar-sized dining area (it 
can fit in the equivalent of 880 double-decker 
buses) serves food 24 hours a day. 



The statistics are mind-boggling: 1.2 million 
meals will be served to athletes throughout the 
Games comprising of 1,300 different types of 
dishes. 

More than 25,000 loaves of bread, 232 tonnes of 
potatoes, 75,000 litres of milk and more than 33 
tonnes of fruit including 2.7 million bananas 
will be consumed by the athletes during the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

The vast array of food on offer is themed to 
include Best of British, African and Caribbean, 
Indian and Asian and European and 
Mediterannean. Sadly none were open yet, so I 
had to content myself with a coffee and 
croissant. 

Should the weather improve, there will be an 
outdoor street food dining area with barbecues. 
Ironically, just next door is the state-of-the-art 
gym area. Should athletes need to get in any 
last-minute training there are more than 750 
different pieces of gym equipment and a team of 
at least 100 professional trainers to offer advice 
(if needed). 

Hopefully no one will fall ill during the Games, 
but a brief visit to the state-of-the-art Polyclinic 
provided me with reassurance that 
they would be very well looked 
after. 

There’s an emergency department, a 
pharmacy (where thousands of free 
condoms are available - placed in 
highly visible baskets by the 
entrance), as well as optometry, 
dentistry, podiatry and sports 
massage services to name but a 
few. 

Approximately 200 athletes are 
expected to be treated daily, with 
the most common ailments, strains 
and sprains, common cold and 
wounds and grazes looked at. 

As for being pampered there’s a 
beauty and grooming salon 
provided by P&G, a dry cleaners, 
florist, postal services, ticket office, 
photographic services and tourist 
information. 

Mayor of London, Boris Johnson, 
joked that the accommodation at 
the village was better than any on 
the continent. 

“The athletes can have their nails done, they can 
have their hair done, and can enjoy any legal 
entertainment that London has to offer here,” he 
said. 

“I don’t want to sound in any way chauvinistic 
about our achievements in creating this beautiful 
village here - it not only beats Center Parcs, it is 
more luxurious than any holiday village to be 
found on the Costa del Sol!” 

With the weather, for once, behaving itself, the 
village really did have the feel of one big 
holiday camp. 

There’s no doubt that the organisers of the 
Games should be applauded for providing such 
an amazing facility to ensure that not only are 
the athletes comfortable and relaxed before their 
competition, but able to let their hair down once 
they are finished.

SHOOTER James Huckle is in buoyant 
mood as he prepares to represent Great 
Britain in his first ever Olympics. 

The 21 year-old, from Old Harlow, settled 
into the Olympic Village last weekend after 
coming back from a pre-Games training 
camp in Germany. 

Huckle, pictured above , is set to compete in 
three events at the London 2012 Olympic 
venue at Woolwich, South London starting 
on July 30 in the 10m air rifle. 

He also competes in the men’s three- 
position rifle event (prone, standing and 
kneeling) shooting from 50m on August 6 
and the 50m prone on August 3. 

Huckle said: “The pre-Games training 
camp was great for keeping focus and away 
from any distractions. 

“Training is going very well and I’m in my 
best current form. I feel a sense of 
controlled excitement and as this is my first 
Olympics just absorb as much from the 
whole experience as possible.” 

He added: “The main aim is to shoot my 
absolute best at the biggest sporting event of 
my career.” 

The marksman will be aiming to add to the 
two silver and two bronze medals he won at 
the 2010 Commonwealth Games in India. 

He is part of a 10-person GB squad 
competing in Greenwich. 

There will be 390 shooters from 108 
countries competing in London, more than 
any at any other Olympic Games. 

Huckle said: “I think we are all quietly 
confident of a few medals for the team. 
Shooting is an event where anything can 
happen on the day and everyone on the 
team has the ability to win medals. 

“We have current world No. 1 Peter Wilson 
and previous Olympic champion Richard 
Faulds for the double trap event.” 

He added: “China and America are the 
strongest nations but actually with shooting 
hosting the most countries out of any sport, 
you will see medal winners from the least- 
known countries.”

Yellow peril! 

Cycling club supremo and former GB ace Denson 
recalls tragedy and triumph at the Tour cL R-ance

WATCHING Bradley 
Wiggins win the Tour de 
France on Sunday 
brought home many 
poignant memories for 
ex-Great Britain 
cyclist Vin Denson, ^ 
proud owner of the 
first ever Yellow 
Jersey won by 
Brit. 

Former Harlow 
Cycling Club vice- - 
president Denson, 77, 
was given the Yellow 
Jersey - won by his British 
team-mate and cycling leg¬ 
end Tommy Simpson in the 
Tour de France - the year 
before tragedy struck in the 
famous race and claimed 
Simpson’s life at the age of 
29, 45 years ago this month. 

Simpson was Britain’s first 
cycling world champion. 

Loaded with amphetamines 
during the days when there were 
no doping controls, he was 
competing in the Tour de France 
alongside Denson in 1967 when 
tragedy struck on Friday the 
13 th as the stage reached a dan¬ 
gerous hill of a sector at Mont 
Ventoux where fumes from vol¬ 
canic ash filled the air. 

Denson, of High Laver, who 
would later oversee the con¬ 
struction of the velodrome in 
Harlow, the top racing track for 
British cyclists in the 1970s, had 
stopped before the hill at Mont 
Ventoux with a puncture, but

Watts clocked the tim despite running into a +2.6 
headwind, which was blowing heavily into his face 
on the bend. 
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
